Five Cabin Boys Among the Missing— 
Capt. Thorwegen in Command With 
Pilot Tony Burbach, Both of St. Louis— 
They Telegraph That They Are Safe— 
Heroic Work of Officers and Crew to 
Save Life—Boat and Cargo a Complete 
Loss—Description of the Steamer. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., Oct. 28.—The steamer 
Oliver Bierne from St. Louis burned at Miili- 
ren’s Bend, twelve miles above Vicksburg, 
shortly after 3 o’clock this morning. Twelve 
lives are known to be lost and more thought 
to have perished. The boat was on her way 
to New Orleans. Shehad 110 passengers on 
board. 

Itisimpossible to get full detafils of the 
disaster, but the facts, so farasthey can De 
learned in this city, are as follows: 

THE DISASTER. 

The Bierne, after getting to the Mississippi, 
had accepted freight on her way down, 
end whenshe reached Milliiken’s Bend she 
bedaboard several hundred bales of cotton 
in addition toa quantity of miscellaneous 
She reached Milliken’s Bend last 
nichtand landed there, intending to resume 
her trip downthe river this morning at day- 
break.

REPORT AT MEMPHIS. 


EIGHT LIVES SAID TO HAVE BEEN LOST~—THE 
BOAT’S CARGO. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 29.—A dispatch re- 
ceived in this city at noon confirms the re- 
port of the burning of the steamer Oliver 
Bierne, near Milliken’s Bend at 3:30 a. m. 
Eight lives are reported lost. The boat had 
on board about 800 bales of cotton, consigned 
to New Orleans parties, which, it is said by a 
prominent Memphis insurance agency, was 
totally destroyed, 

It has been impossible so far to get any de- 
talis of the disaster. Milliken’s Bendis about 
twelve miles above Vicksburg and there is 
no telegraph office at that place, though it is

THE BURNED BOAT. 
WEEK FOR THE

The Oliver Beirne was the newest and 
handsomest of the excursion packets that 
were utilized so much during the summer 
season. Nearly everybody in St. Louis can 


recalla pleasant evening spent on board her 
decks. The boat was com para- 
tively new, having been built only four 
ears ugo at Jeffersonville, Ind., opposite 
uisville, Ky. She was intended to used 
in the sugar traffic between Bayou Sara and 
New Orleans. For the past two summers 
she has been utilized in the summer excur- 
sion traffic. The loss of the Oliver Beirne 
will be greatly regretted by river men 
who realize the decline of steamboat 
traffic and the encroacibment the railroads 
have in their trade. The owners of the 
Beirne will probably not buflda successor, 
and if they do it will not be the same style of 
aboat. She will probably be the last ofthe 
fine, fast river palaces which have been built 
for the Soutbern trade. The Beirne was an 
entirely new boat when bulit, with the 
exception of the cabin, which was taken 
from the John W. Cannon. It was the hand- 
somest and most completecabin ever Duilt. 
The boat was 285 feet in length, 4 feet beam, 
and 8 feet depth of rf old. erengines Lada 
nine-foot stroke, and she was capable of car- 
rying 1,400 tons of freight. She was owned 
by the Planters’ & Merchants’ Packet 
Co. of New Orleans, who entered 
into an arrangement with Capts. Grissom 
and Thorwegan, whereby she was run here 
uncer their management during the excur- 
sion season. Thevaiue ofthe boat was $0,- 
000, which was fully carried by insurance. 

The boatileft St. Louis a week ago yester- 
Gay for the winter’s work in the South. 
Owing to the low stage of the river no freight 
was carried in orderthat speedy progress 
might be made. There were about fifteen 
cabih and 150 deck passengers on board. At 
Memphis a few tons of freight were taken on 
board and several deck ssengers. She 
then proceeced on her way downward until 
disaster overtook her at Milliken’s Benda. 

NOT HIS FIRST STEAMBOAT FIRE. 

Capt. Thorwegen has certainly had his 
share of steamboat disasters. Twenty years 
ago he owned the Great Republic, the iargest 
and finest river steamerin the world. he 
Grand Duke Alexis was to have been taken to 
New Orleans on it when he visited St. Loutsin 
1872, Dut the boat stuck ona sand bar while 
being brought up the river forthat purpose, 
and the James Howard was substituted. 
A few years later, however, Capt. 
Thorwegen had the honor of entertaining 
Dom Pedro, Emperor of Brazil, on his paia- 
tial steamer, the Emperor and his wifeand 
other members of the imperial party travel- 
ing from New Orleans to St. Lovison the 
boat. Shortly afterwardsthe Great Republic 
was Gestroyed by fre and the James Howard 
went the tame way a littie 
later. The Grand Republic was 
then built for Capt. Thorwegen, much of 
the bul! and machinery of the Great Republic 
betng used in its construction. For several 
years the Grand Republic was the finest as 
well as the largest steamer afloat on West- 
ern waters, when it, too, succumbed to the 
flames.

ANOTHER CIPHER CABLEGRAM RE-

The Situation Growing Graver Hourly—

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—There was no 
indication of excitement in official circles 
here this morning over the Santiago press 
cablegram announcing the receipt by Min- 
ister Egan of an unsatisfactory response 
from the Junta to the representation of the 
United States and , saying the Baltimore’s 
crew were practically boycotted at Valpa- 
raiso.

than it now wears. Friendsof the adminis. 


tration say that President Harrison 
feels that the action of the Val- 
sO mob was intended as an 


insult.to the American people and not merely 
the outgrowth of personal hostility to the 
sailors ofthe Baltimore. He is said to be 
thoroughly alive tothe gravity of the affair, 
and this feeling is also said to be fully shared 
by Mr. Biaine. Perhaps the official who 
has taken the most active part in 
the discussion which has occurred in the 
Cabinet on this question is Secretary Tracy 
ofthe Navy. Before the arrival of Secretary 
Biaine Mr. Tracy was in daily consultation 
with the President on the Valparaiso inci- 
dent, and since Blaine has resumed charge 
of the State Department the Secretary of the 
Navy has had frequent interviews with him. 
In some quarters the murder of the sailors 
at Valparaiso is regarded as almost an exact 
raliel to the lynching of the Sicilians in 
jew Orleans. <A gentleman connected with 
one of the departments who bolds this view 
said to-day that Chil! could well make the 
same reply to this Government which Biatne 
sept to Kudini, by paraphrasing it in this 
way: ‘‘In the constitution of Chili ft is pro- 
vided that, in criminal prosecutions, the ac- 
cused shall enjoy the right to a speedy trial 
by an impartial tribunal in the piace where 
the crime shall have been committed. It 
needs no argument to prove that a jury could 
not be impartial ifit were in any sense or to 
any degree bound before the trial of the ac- 
cused by an assurance which the Government 
of Chili had ventured to give a foreign puwer.

CHILIAN ATROCITIES. 


NO QUARTER GIVEN TO PRISONERS BY BALMA- 
CEDA’S SOLDIERS. 

New York, Oct. 29.—In a letter received 
here from Chili full details are given of the 
massacre at Los Callas, near Santiago, in 
August lastofa number of young men be- 


longing to some of the leading families of that 
city. A summary of the tragedy was cabied 
eee Ye after its occurrence and was 
among the important accounts of the sensa- 
tional events in Chill. 

A few days before Aug. 18 about 10 young 
Chilians residing at Santiago agreed to form 
themselves into a body to assist tne Congres- 
sional Army as soon as it should arrive 
in front of Valparaiso. ©n Aug. 17 nearly all 
of their number met on the Dos Oallas estate, 
situated some ten ortwenty miles from San- 
tiago and belonging to nor Don Carlos 
Waiker Martinez. Their eet was to fall 
apen the capital ane stir up the peo- 
ple 


to take it the dlic- 
tator withdrew his ess to act against 
the Congressionalists. nfortunately for 
these young men there Wasamong them a 
wretched traitor, who betrayed them to Bal- 
maceda. In possession of the information 
supplied by the wretch in question, the dicta- 
tor took steps to wreak Vengeance on the 
young men who had assembled on the estate 
and who considered themégelves to be s0 sure 
thateven the most ordinary precautions of 
safety were considered unnecessary. At2p. 
m. on Aug. 18 a force consisting of seventy- 
five cavalry and seventy-five infantry, the 
latter being mounted behind the former, left 
Santiago quietly for Los Callas. 

At daybreak the houses and buildings on 
the estate were surrounded and the band of 
youths were rudely awakened by tne dls- 
charge of.carbines. Thetruth immediately 
flashed onffthem that they had been betrayed 
and that they were surrounded by a relentless 
soldiery. There was nothing todo but to en- 
deavor to escape by running a gauntiet of fire 
from all sides. 

The first to leave was Don Arturo Undu- 
rajra Vecuna, accompanied by twelve 
companions, and their lives were saved 
througb the instrumentality of a roll of notes 
offer to and accepted by the soldiers 
against whom they had the good fortune to 
run. Others oftheir companions were less 
fortunate. Asthey rushed out of the build- 
ings they, too, found themselves confronted 
by the soldiery, anda voice rangclear out 
above the dig to give no quarter. The order 
was given by an aid of Gen. Barbosa. At the 
first discharge six of them fell, The re- 
mainder attempted to cut their way out. 
Fifty or more were then shot dead and ten or 
twelve were made prisoners. The wounded 
were bayonetted and sabredto death and 
thelr bodies mutilated and burned. 

A few hours iater the prisoners were 
marched offinthe direction of Santiago, but 
when about half waytothe capital orders 
were received from KBalmaceda to take them 
back to Los Callas. This was done, and on 
the way they were subjected not only to 
all kinds of indignities but to Drutalities.

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Instructions for School Board Election 
. Judges and Voters. 


THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN THIRTEEN 
HOURS NEXT TUESDAY. 


Preparations for One of the Most Impor- 
tant School Elections in thé History of 
the City — Lively Campaign in the 
Eighth District—Political Representa- 
tives in the Polls—Campaign Notes. 


Attorney Charles B. Stark and Secretary 
Player of the Sch: 0] Board nave completed 
the instructions to the judges and voters for 
the coming election. The instructions are 
based on the election laws and the rules of 
the board and will be printed and pasted in 
all the polling places. They are as follows: 


Judges and clerks of election must be swornto a 
faithful discharge of the duties of their respective 
offices by some officer authorized by law to minis- 
ter oaths. The form of oath is contaived in the ron 

udge, having legally swornas aforesaid, may swear 
{i the other judge and clerk. The oaths of judges 
and clerk, duly signed by each with the certificate of 
the officer or judge administering the same, duly 
signed, must be attached to the poll book. 

fa judge orclerk, appointed by the board, shall 
fail ur refuse to act, then the leval voters of the elec- 
tion district assembled at the Polls on the morning 
of the day of the election, to the number of not less 
than ten, shall have power at the hour when 
the polls are to open, or as soon thereafter as is prac- 
ticable, to elect some proper person to fill the 
vacancy that shall exist, subscribing their names in 
witness of such electien to a paper, which shall be 
returned by the judges to the Secretary of the School 
Board, with the ballots and registration books. 

The polis shall be opened at 6 o'clock a.m. and 
closed at 7 o'clock ». m., and during the day the 
polls shail not be closed under any pretense what- 
ever. 

Every pereon entitled to vote at this election shall 
present Pimeeit to the Judges of Election in the pre- 
cinct in which he resides and is_ registered, 
and ask for a ballot. Toe Judges  hav- 
ing written on the back of = such_ ballot 
their initials within twoinches of the top thereof, 
shall then hand the same to the applicant, who shall 
be required te retire to the place designated by the 
Judges forthe preparation of his ballot, and then 
and there prepare the same. If the applicant de- 
clines to vote after sufficient time has elapsed to 
prepare his ballot. or uffers to leave the place with- 
out voting, he shall be required to return his ballot, 
anditshall be destroyed in his presence, and no 
other ballot shall be given him for said election. 

The person who has received his ballot to be voted 
will find upon the same the names of all nominated 
candidates for the offices to be filled at such election, 
the ticket clearly specifying the names of the caundi- 
dates for directofts-at-large and the nmber of 
directors-at-large to be elected, andthe names of the 
candidates forthe director of the district, of whom 
only one is to be elected in each district; there will 
also be space upon each ticket for each voter to insert 
the name or names of any other person or persons 
for whom hé@ may prefer to vote. The voter will 
then be required to cross out the names of all per- 
sons for whom he dues not wish to vote, and write 
the names of such persons, whose names are not 

rinted on the ticket, for whom he prefers to vote, 

eaving only on his ticket the namies of as many can- 
didates for directors-at-large asthere may be such 
directors to be elected, or a less number if he prefers 
to vote for aless number, and leaving only on his 
ticket the name of one candidate for director of the 
district. 

Any voter who declares under oath to the Judges 
of Election that he cannot read or write, or that by 
reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his 
ballot, may declare his ballot to either one of the 
Judges who, in the presenc3 of the voter, shall pre- 
pare his ballot for voting or, after having made such 
@ath, such voter may require one of the Judges to 
read to him the contents of such ballot before and 
after marking the same. 

Any voter, who by accident or mistake destroys or 
defaces his ballot, shall returnthesame or the parts 
thereof to the Judges, who shall then give hima 
second ballot, also marked with theirinitiais. ‘lhe 
voter will then again retire to the place designated 
by the Judges for the preparation of his ballot.

Immediately after the closing of the polls the 
bel!ots shall ne counted and the result of the election 
entered in the form of the certificate attached to one 
of the poll-books, which certificate shall be signed 
by the judges and clerks and placed in the ballot- box 
with the baliots and registration lists. 

The balliot-box shall then be securely closed and 
shall remain in the custody of one of the judges until 
returned to the office of the Secretary of the School 
Board, Polytechnic Building, Seventh and Chestnut 
streets, on the evening of the election.

TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 


A Steamship Company Urganized—Prob- 
able Subsidy From That Country. 

New York, Oct. 29.—New York firms inter- 
ested in trade with Brazil can almost see a 
steamship line between the United States 
and that country in sight. The preliminary 
organization of the Brazil & New York Steam- 
ship Co. has been effected. and as soon as 
the bonds can be placed and steam ships 
bought or builta line of steamers, supple- 
mented by a number of sailing vessels, will 
begin making regular trips between New 
York and other Atlantic ports and Brazil. 
The Superintendent is ex-Judge A. J. Ditten- 


hoffer, the Vice-President is ex-Postmaster- 
General Thomas James, the Treasurer is 
John Hayward, and the Directors are Messrs, 
Dittenhoffer, James, Hayward, Frank Gray, 
Rufus Wilson, Wiley J. Rouse and Meyer 
Hillman, This is news which the projectors 
did not desire to be known fora few days. 

To briefly epitomize the situation,assurance 
of sufficient financial backing to float the en- 
terprise has been received from Brazil. The 
company is to be organized under the laws of 
West Virginia with a capital of $4,000,000; 
there are to be five or six steamships and 
eight sailing vessels, and such progress has 
been made that the enterprising Brazilian in 
this city who has been promoting it cabled 
Dr. Nominato Jose De Soug Lima, President 
of the Bank of Concession and Dfscount at 
Rio, that it was sure to be a success. 

The first practical steps were taken about 
Oct. 1, when in order to get something defi- 
nite as to cost an advertisement was inserted 
calling for proposals for the building of four 
iron steamships of 4,000 tons each 
and eight wooden vessels, Inquiries 
came from many uarters, not 
only for detailed specifications from 
ship-building firms, but from capitalists as 
well. Senor Coelho, who Is acting here, soon 
realized thatthe movement was a popular 
one and began sending cablegrams of an as- 
suring character to Rio, and the last one sent 
yesterday, as stated, detailed the formation 
ofa company which will take in hand the 
work of building the ships and operating the 
line. 

The first thing necessary when Senor Coelho 
saw the lively interest manifested in his bids 
for proposals was to have something definite 
as to what the Brazilian Government would 
do. This was easy to get. The Brazilian 
gentlemen with whom he was in communica- 
tion were authorized to say that the United 
States of Brazil would guarantee the 
interest on the bonds of the company 
to a large amount. They also said 
that undoubtedly the Government would pro- 
vide a subsidy of $400,000 for a line of ships 
carrying the mails and giving prompt and 
reguiar service. This, together with the 
prospect of a subsidy from the United States 
Government for the regular mall service, 
made the project sufficiently alluring. The 
gentlemen figured that they could have a 
steamship leaving New York at least every 
fourteen days. It is proposed to have the 
stock divided into 40,000 shares of $100, and 
they do not think there will be any difficulty 
in raising the money.

THE DEAVER TRACT. 


Judge Thayer Renders an Important 
Opinion Concerning It. 


A CASE WHICH HAS BEEN PENDING 
THREE YEARS. 


Plaintiff Burt Secures a Judgment Against 
One of the Defendants—A Real Estate 
Transaction by Which Both Sides 
Realized a Profit—Details of an Inter- 
esting Land Cage. 


Judge Thayer gave his decision to-day in 
the land suit of Robert T. Burt against 
Thomas H. Warren and others, which has 
been in the court for three years. 
The style of the case is Robert F. Burt against 
Thomas H. Warren, Charles Scudder, 
administrator of Robert H. Gardner, Chas, 
Vv. B. Slade, L. E. Holden, Charles W. Rolfe, 
Frank G. Flanagan, Benjamin F. Hammett, 
Chas. Hewitt and Benjamin F. Webster. 
The case was dismissed as to Slade, Holden 
and Rolfe at an early stage of the proceed- 
ings, they having no connection with the 
matter other than having acquired an inter- 
est in some of the property con- 
cerned since the deal was made 
out of which the suit has grown. 
Scudder, beingin charge of the Gardner es- 
tate, refused to join in the suit, and was 
madea co-defendant. The case has avery 
complicated history, which substantially is 
as follows: 

THE TRANSACTION. 

Burt resides in Columbus, O., and sues to 
recover on aland deal which he and his 
partner, Robert H. Gardner, now deceased, 
madein 1882. Burt and Gardner owned a 
farm in Madison Oounty, Ill., and Col. 
Warren was their agent. <A trade was 
effected for a tract of land on the Olive street 
road near Forest Park, which was owned by 
the late Mrs. Fanny Deaver. Burt and Garda- 
ner gave their Madison County farm for the 
Deaver tract and assumeda $5,000 mortgage 


‘with which the Deaver place was incum- 


bered, and advanced $3,500 to pay off a sec- 
ond mortgage which was on the Deaver 
tract. 

Prior to making thetrade the Deaver tract 
had changed hands, and evidence was offered 
showing thatit had been purchased by Flan- 
agan, Hewitt and Webster. Burt 
and Gardner left the city as 
soon as the papers were madeout, and the 
evideuce showed that they thoughtthey were 
trading with Mrs. Deaver. Warren, who 
was their agent, knew better, it was shown, 
but did not inform his principals. 

The Madison County farm was traded for 
St. Louls property and $8,500 was realized out 
of the trade, which was divided among those 
concerned in the transaction. A contract was 
entered into between Burt and Gardiner and 
Warren by which Warren instead of a com- 
inission was to receive one-half of the profit 
of the trade from Burt and Gardiner. 
Hammett was interested in the deal in his 
capacity of realestate agent, he having been 
associated with Warren. 

THE DECISION. 

The Court finds for Burt as against 
Warren and dismisses the bill 
as to all the other defendants. The contract 
by which Warren was toreceive half of the 
profits of the sale of the Deaver tract 
is annulled. This ruling is said to 
be worth at least $25,000 to Burt 
asthe Deavertract is now very valuable. 
W. B. Thomson and Mills & Flitcraft repre- 
sented Burt in the _— suit. Christian 
& Wind and Hiram J. Grover ts ne 
for the defendants and Willie rown 
looked after the interests of the Gardiner es- 
tate. The decision is of much interest in 
real estate circtes,as the suit has been acloud 
onthe Deaver property, which could not be 
sold in consequence. The tract consists of 
thirty-two acres of land on the Olive street 
road a short distance west of Forest Park, It 
is said to be worth not less than $80,000, A 
pecullar feature of the case is that the dea 
resulted in a gain to both sides.

DANGEROUS BUILDINGS. 


Gen. Fitz-Simons Says There Is No 
Foundation for Chicago’s Structures. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

‘*‘Under existing conditions,’’ raid Gen. 
Fitz-Simons yesterday, ‘‘I would not invest 
a cent in one of those tall office buildings be- 
ing erected down-town,. Chicago is now con- 
fronted with a very serious problem. While 
Iam not an alarmist, 1 must say that a grave 
danger exists from the big bulldings. 

‘‘Chicago is practically afloat. We are 
resting upon a semi-flulad mass which Is cov- 
ered by a crust only sixteen feetthick. The 


peoseese of the tall buildings upon this sem!- 
uld mass has a tendency to force this sub- 
stance up on either side. It’s just like 
placing a brick ina pan of dough, The brick 
sinks downand the dough rises on all sides 
of it. The same thing must happen with the 
buildings. As I said before, the crust, which 
is oftough clay, is sixteen feet thick. Be- 
neath this there isa soft substance, which is 
almosta fluid. Itis from thirty to thirty-six 
feet thick, resting upon a stratumof in- 
durated clay, directly underneath which is 
the hard-pan. Now, as long as the crust re- 
mains intact we areall right; but break the 
crust andthe most disastrous results would

Of course, n> one would think of sinking a 
shaft, but the same results might be obtained 
in other ways. 

‘*As the architects continue to put up tall 
buildings, each one striving to make his 
structure stronger and more enduring than 
the one erected before it, this crust will be 
repeatedly pierced. Then the buildings near 
the cut will begin tosettle. Thatis the rea- 
son why the Government Building is crum.- 
bling to pieces. Thatis why the Board of 
Trade tower has settled eight inches. The 
Board of Trade is bullt on a foundation of 
solid concrete three feet thick. It was sup- 
posed that this would make the structure as 
solid as the bed-rock itself. But the contract- 
ors went too deep for their foundations, or 
else they didn’t go deep enough, hence the 
trouble, 

‘*‘The bed of the Chicago River is just be- 
neath the crust, and if the water was pumped 
out all the buildings near by would settle and 
the semi-fluid substance would be forced up 
accordingly. We hada practical illustration 
of that fact when we built a coffer dam in the 
river nearjVan Buren street. As soon as the 
water was removed the soft clay began to 
ooze up, and we had to cover the bottom with 
a ruffie of stone before we could go on with 
the work. The weight of the water in the 
river just keeps upan equilibrium with the 
downward pressure of the buildings along 
the banks of the stream, 

‘*Aside from the greatly congested condl- 
tion of the down-town streets caused by the 
re of tall buildings,’’ concluded 
Gen. Fitz-Simons, ‘‘you can see that they are 
actually a menaceto thecity. The only way 
to insure absolute safety isto sink the foun- 
dation fifty feet to the hard clay by driving 
piles. That was done with the court-house 
and with the Chicago Opera-house block. 
They will stand as long us time itself.’’

Vigorous Campaign Work by Campbell 
and McKinley. 


CoL_tumsrs, 0., Oct. 2@.—No candidate for 
the Gubernatorial chair has ever before made 
such a vigorous canvass as that how Closing 
by Gov. Campbell. On Tuesday of this week, 
he traveled over 20 miles and made six 


speeches.

The train was 
held a few minutes while he mounted a bag- 
gage truck and talked toall the people who 
could get near enough to hear him. ‘*We 
are fighting,’”’ he said, ‘‘fora policy that 
will benefit the common people and make 
the farmer and the wage-earner ableto buy 
more witha doliar than he can now. We 
seek to rstorethe time when wealth was dis- 
tributed equally and not confined as now toa 
few. The defeat of Maj. McKinley means 
that, in 1992, the Democrats will for the first 
time in thirty years have control of the coun- 
try and power to dictate its policy.’’ 

At Ashiand, a small town, county seatofa 
strongly Democratic county, there was a 
crowdof 6,00) people assembied at the Court- 
house, the largest crowd ever known in the 
place.

SAD STORY OF A DEPRAVED YOUNG MAN

THE MANNER IN WHICH CONTRACTS ARE GIVEN OUT BY 
THE. BUILDING COMMITTEE. 


The School Board Treasury Looted for the Benefit of Contractors 
With a Pull. 


BUILDING COMMITTEE CROOKEDNESS. 


As election day draws nigh it is found im- 
possible to present half the evidence accumu- 
lated against the conspirators against public 
education, known as the St. Louls School 
Board. So manifold are the rascalities and 
so dispicable are the malfeasances that one 
grows aweary when contemplating the depth 
of official depravity. Inthe entire member- 
ship of the board it is impossible to acquit 
one director of the general charge of 
faithlessness to his trust. Conceding 
that there are a few men who 
profited financially through 
their connection with the board, 
there fis not cne who has done his duty. Those 
who have not stolen the money set aside for 
educating the children of St. Jouls have 
Time and 


again crookedness has been exposed, even 
upon the very floor ofthe board-room, and 


eyes open, 

Itis intended in the present article to show 
up the altogether conscienceless manner in 
which the Building Committee and the board 
overrides, fosters and perpetrates outrages. 
Anderson Bros., contractors, are now suing 
the board fora large amount, because their 
bid for the construction ofa building—the 
lowest bid—was ignored. 

MR. O’CONNELL’S CONSTITUENT LOOKED AFTER. 

But perhaps the most flagrant recent case, 
although the amount involved ts only a couple 
of thousand dollars, is that involving the 
vault cleaning contract. Up to within a 
couple of months, J. Fred Schonhaust was 
the contractor, and he had performed the 
work in an entirely satisfactory manner. 
Bids were recently wanted for the contract for 
this year. Schonhaust was the lowest 
bidder, his offer being 4% cents per cubic 
foot. One Ropke also bid, his offer being 5 
cents. Now, there was no question as to effl- 
ciency. The bid represented just as much 
supposed that of 
course he would be given the contract. But 
not so. Election was coming on and Ropke, 
who lives in O’Connell’s district, is inthe 
push. So O’Connell, Chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee, induced O’Connor, Gibbons 
and Cudmore to vote to throw out Schon- 
haust’s bid and accept Ropke’s. 
Economy, justice and decency cut 
no figure with Painter O'Connell against his 
desire to get back into his snug berth in the 
School Board,where he could engineer paint- 
ing contracts, as he has done for twenty 
years, 

The outrageous manner in which the board 
at the last regular meeting threw out the 
lowest school furniture bidsin favorof the 
Battle Creek Furniture Co. is too fresh in the 
public mind to require detailing. It is sus- 


| pany boasted that he knew that he was going 


/ to getthe contract several days before the 


ineeting. 

Certain contractors have wondered how it 
comes tbat their bids are always just a few 
dollars above those of certain favored con- 
tractors. Didit ever occur tothose unfor- 
tunate contractors that they have no chance 
under the present system? Bids are system- 
atically tampered with. If a square deal 
were intended the rule would require that 
bids, sealed, be handed to the secretary, and 
opened by him, and him alone, in the pres- 
ence of the board and the contractors. 
But this wonderful Building Committee in- 
vites contractors to impose confidence in 
Chairman O’Connell, that excellent gentle- 
man who is the head of the city and School 
Board painting ring. This may ,account for 
‘*the milk in the cocoanut.’’ 

A casein point. When the Fuller & Warren 
Heating & Ventilating Co, put in its remark- 
able bid for heating Spring Avenue School, 
that bid was opened three weeks before the 
advertisement was placed in the papers. 
This whole case was a most remarkable one 
and is worth unfolding to the readers of the 
PostT- DISPATCH, 

When Charles K. Ramsay was drawing the 
plans for the addition to Spring Avenue 
School, Short, the traveling agent of the 
Fuller & Warren company, called upon the 
architect and informed him that the bullding 
was to be bullt soas to accommodate the 
Fuller & Warren system and no other. Short 
then indicated how and where the flues 
should be put in and the architect followed 
instructions. Fuller& Warren followed the 
matter up and when the construction began 
Short and O’Connor were continually on the 
ground superintending the starting of the 
flues. Their orders were superior to those of 
the architect until the basement was well 
under way. Three months before the build. 
ings had got along where bids for heating 
were required Fuller & Warren put ina bid 
**to heat and ventilate Spring Avenue School 
in the same manner as the Carr Lane and No. 
1 schools are heated and ventilated for 
$1,725." There were no specifications, no 
plans—merely an indefinite offer. 

Fuller & Warren’sexpert, E. J. O’Connor, 
knew what this bid was, if indeed he did not 
himself makeit. Nothing was said in the 
board or elsewhere about advertising for 
proposals. Butat the meeeting of the Build- 
ing Committee held on Dec. 19 last it was 
suddenly discovered that bids for heating 
were imperatively necessary within a week. 
No time could be lost. The work must be 
immediately begun. Criticism had been in- 
duiged in over the lack of competition to Ful 
ler & Warren inthe Carr Lane and No, 1 
schools, and good Mr. O’Connor did not 
propose that his actions and those of the 
committee should any longer be open to criti- 
cism. Seven days were allowed furnace men 
at home and abroad to examine the building, 
make plans and draw specifications. No

IMPROVEMENT OF RENTED PROPERTY 


The Post-D1sPATCH yesterday pointed out 
the facts of the School Board mismanage- 
ment of the real estate interests of the public 
schools, resulting in a steady yearly de- 
drease in the rental income from same. Fig- 
ures proving such charges were given from 
the official published reports of the School 
Board, 

There isanother peculiar feature of the 
present management of public school affairs 
in St. Louls which makes a strange contrast 
to the story of the way in 
which the real estate belonging to 
the schools is handled. This picture shows 
the School Board in the character of a tenant 
instead ofa landlord, and as a companion 
picture to the charges preferred yesterday 1s 
full of suggestive interest. 

It shows that the affairs of the pubiic 
schools of St. Louis are so managed that the 
School Board, both as a landlord or a tenant, 
is a ‘*‘cinch’’ to the lucky friends of the 
School Board who have business relations 
with it in either capacity. Asa landlord, it 
charges, apparently, the lowest possible rent 
to its tenants and insists’ upon no improve- 
ment of its property. As a_ tenant 


it pays the best possible rent to its landlords 
and spends money so treely in improvements 
that itamounts practically to a benevolent 
improvement association for the benefit of 
indigent roperty owners. It takes old 
ram-shackle buildings for additional school 
purposes and puts in repairs, improvements, 
water and sewage connections ad libitum 
at the expense of the tax-payers of St. Louis. 
Then, after several years’ occupancy of 
same, at rents that could not be realized from 
any other tenant, it returns the property to 
the landlords in such generally improved 
condition that it would have paid the owners 
of the same to have had the board fora 
tenant even rent free. 
IMPROVEMENT OF RENTED PROPERTY. 

This School Board principle of running the 
affairs of the public school in the apparent 
interest of those with whom it may have 
business relations, to the sore cost of the tax- 
payer, extends also to the purchase and sale 
of property. One startling illustration will 
suffice to prove this latter charge. 

In 1968 the School Board acquired the Poly- 
technic Bullding property at a cost of $29), - 
000. In 1890, on the sacrificial night of Aug. 
12, it sold that property for $120,000. This 
netted to the school treasury a clear loss of 
$160,000 on property in a location where real 
estate values had increased 50 per cent De- 
tween the years 1868 and 1899. 

The story of the School Board as a tenant 
makes interesting reading, which should also 
be profitable as a guide to tax payers just at 
this time. Although owning over $1,000,000 
worth of real estate in various quarters of St. 
Louis, tne School Board apparently becomes 
the tenant of smaller property owners 
at the slightest provocation. This 
provocation generally consists in 
the fact that additional accom- 
modations are reported by the Teachers Com.- 
mittee tothe Land and Leasing Committee 
are needed for certain schools. These ‘‘ac- 
commodcations’’ are found in the shape of 
adjoining houses or rooms which the School 
board proceedstorent. The conditions un- 
der which this $1,000,000 land-owner becomes 
atenant are somewhat remarkable. The 
Board necessarily has to placegthe rented 
bullding in the best condition before its use 
for school purposes. Extra water connec- 
tions, extra plumbing, extra water-cioset 
accommodations, ona Other valuable and 
improvements are made. In 
the course of the preparation of 
the rented property for school 
purposes it is sometimes necessary also to 
put In partitions or in other ways change the 
interior of the house in a manner which to 
some extent might render it less desirable as 
a private dwelling. But the property owner 
does not suffer owing to this necessity. The 
School Board binds itself to remove all such 
objectionable partitions, etc., upon its ree 


po

the property owner receives back his prop- 
erty increased in value about 25 per cent by 
improvements that have been put on it and 
paid for out of the public school treasury. 

It isa fact that the highest single item of 
rents paid by the School Board for ‘‘addl- 
tional school accommodations’’ is the rental 
paid toa property owner, who happens also 
to be the principal of one of the public schools 
of st, Louis. This iucky landlord is Princi- 
pal W. C, Dyer of the Madison School, and 
the property for which the School Board be- 
came a tenant is old Foster Acade- 
my building, on the corner of 
Sixteenth and Pine streets. The rental paid 
for this bullding is $1,890 per annum, or the 
handsome sum of $150 per month. The builld- 
ingisavery oldone. Years ago it was the 
home of the Cuthbert Female Seminary. 
Then it was vacant fora long time, and then 
was rented by Ben R. Fosterand became the 
Foster Schooi for Beys. Again it was vacant, 
butatiast it reached its profitable golden 
age as a branch High School of the public 
school system of St. Louls. The 
School Board took a lease upon it 
atthe rental named, The lease still has five 
years torun. A great many changes and 
improvements were made in the interior of 
the old building at very considerable cost 
and the property is keptin first-class condi. 
tion. Under the terms of the lease, 
upon its expiration the property 
will revert to its owners in far 
better condition than when it first secured 
the School Board foratenant. It ts fair to 
presume that Mr. Dyer would have found it 
extremely difficult to have rented the old 
Foster Academy building to any other parties 
for aterm of years, or forone year, at $1,800 
per year. Itis not in a very desirable neigh- 
borhood fora school. Pine street, from SIix- 
teenth to Twelfth, is thickly dotted with 
houses of questionable reputation. There 
can, therefore, be urged against the old 
Foster Academy, which the School Board 
now rents by preference, exactly the same 
objections that were urged against 
the Polytechnic bullding by the 
School Board itself in the remarkable 
depreciatng resolutions of Aug. 12, 1890,seeke 
ing to justify the sacrifice of the Polytechnic 
bullding for $120,000. The old Foster Academy 
building belongs to the wife of Principal 
Dyerof the Madison School, but tbe rent 
bills, according tothe School Board official 
reports, are paid to Principal Dyer.

This was 
for the Foster Academy building 
the L’Ouverture School, the Ashlan 
school addition,Cote Brilliante school, Bryan 
Hill school, Arlington addition, Irving addi- 
tion, Vashon addition, Blair addition and 
some others. And notwithstanding the fact 
that additions for some of these schools are 
now being built by the School Board on 
School board property,and will be completed 
during the present school year, there will be 
no decrease in the rental expense of the 
School Board. Other property, it is stated 
is to be rented by the board during 
the current year for ‘*increased schoo 
accommodations’’ and the system of ‘‘gratu- 
itous improvement’’ of outside property 
while paying big rents for same isto be 
widened instead of narrowed In Its scope.

‘RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Methodist Bishops in Council—The An- 
dover Case—Church News. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 29.—An event of inter- 
est to Methodists throughout the world will 
be the semi-annual meeting of the bishops of 
that denomination in this city during the 
next five days. Allthe bishops in the world 
of the Methodist Church, save three, will be 
here. Bishop Thoburn, who is in India; 
Bishop Taylor, who is in West Africa, and 
Bishop Vincent of Buffalo, President of the 
Chautauqua Assembly ana Chairman of the 
Committee on the National Sunday-schools, 
who is in Europe trying to regain his health, 
being the only dignitaries who will be absent. 
The session opens this morning at 10 o’clock 
in the Trinity M. E. Churchon Ninth street. 

The chairman will be Bishop Thomas Bow- 
man of St. Louis, the Senior Bishop, and 
Bishop Anderson of New York will be Secre- 
tary. The gessions will be strictly secret, 
none other than the bishops being admitted. 
The business that will occupy the attention 
of the bishops will be to review the works of 
the church throughout the world during the 
past six months. This includes all the regu- 
lar church work in the United States, as weil 
as the missions in foreign lands. It involves 
the consideration ona great many knotty 
questions of administration and problems of 
special importance. Afterthe review of the 
work is finished the matter of assigning the 
different bishops to conferences and fixing 
the time of same is tobe taken up. Next 
week the bishops will attend the meeting of 
the Church Extension Society at Columbus, 
and onthe following week they will be pres- 
entat the General Missionary meeting at 
Cleveland, O. 


THE ANDOVER CASE. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 29.—Prof. Egbert C. 
Smyth, when asked how he regarded the de- 
Cision in the Andover case yesterday, said: 


‘*The decision is eminently satisfactory, not 
only in its effect but as respects its grounds. 
It leaves the seminary standing intact 
and in its full vigor. The _— visitors 
remain, but their method of procedure 
when professors are accused is defined and 
limited. This gives increased security to the 
rofessors in the prosecution of their studies. 
t maintains the power of the trustees and at 
the same time leaves tothe Board of Visitors 
a large responsibility and an important 
sphere of action. The way is now open for 
the seminary more freely than ever 
before to fulfill the purposes of 
the founders and to adapt itself 
to its work from generation to generation. 
It is hoped and believed that the friends of 
the institution will now unite in large and 
various plans for its usefulness. This de- 
ciston of course givesme immense personal 
relief. I would like to say that I have not 
seen any full report ofthe decision, but as 
far as received It of course seems Very satis- 
factory. Everything now seems to be 
most felicitous. The institution can stand 
erect on its feet and the hands of the profes- 
sors are untied.’’

RUSSIAN PERSECUTIONS. 


Dr. Kempster Relates What He Saw in 
the Czar’s Dominions. 


NEW YoOrK, Oct. 29.—Dr. Walter Kempster, 
one of the five Special Federal Emigration 
Commissioners who have been abroad for 
some months investigating European emi- 
gration, returned upon the Majestic yester- 
day. He says: 

“The public will have to wait until our re- 
portis submitted to Congress, but that re- 
port will startle the civilized world and will 
be a theme for discussion in every pulpit in 
the land. I do wish tospeak, however, in 
regard to the Russian persecutions. The 
reports published in this country don’t half 
tell of the misery and degradation which ex- 
ists and which I saw whilein Russia. There 
are no degrees inthe misery of the people,city 
orcountry, itisallthesame. The condition 
of the poorer classes is as absolutely hopeless 
asitcan be. I journeyed from St. Peters- 
burg to Moscow and thence down through 
the center of the Polish settle- 
ments toward Odessa. The sights we saw 
were terrible. The persecution, however, is 
not confined tothe Hebrews. We hear more 
of them on account of their superior numer- 
ical and financial importance, but in reality 
itisa religious war. Near Odessa there are 
German settlements of Lutherans and Catho- 
lics that have been there for overa hundred 
years. These people are selling their prop- 
erty at a sacrifice and are emigrating mostiy 
to the Argentine Republic. No ukase has 
been directed against them, but they have 
been subjected toa series of petty persecu- 
tions and they are taking the hint. 1 am 
quite sure that we were shadowed by Russian 
agents. Wetraveled with special passports 
and experienced little difficulty from the Rus- 
Sian officials, though we did find it advisable, 
and in fact necessary at times, to ‘grease the 
wheels’ of Russian machinery. 

‘**The other members of the commission, 
Messrs. Cross and Powderly, are in London, 
while Mr. Schulte is stilllost somewhere in 
the European jungle.’’ 


MUST COMPLY ABSOLUTELY. 


World’s Fair Government Buildings Poor- 
ly Constructed and Behind Time. 

CHICAGO, Ili., Oct. 29.—Architect W. J. Ed- 
brooke of the Treasury Department, who ar- 
rived inthe city yesterday to look after the 
construction of the Government building, ac- 
companied by Superintendent of Construc- 
tion M. E. Bell, visited the grounds and 


found fault with what hasthus far been ac-’ 


complished on the Government buliding. 
Twenty-one plles for the foundation of the 
dome have been driven. They were, accord- 
ing to Mr. Edbrooke, neither large enough 
nor driven properly, and he ordered all of 
them pulled out. e contractor was at the 
samme time shown the necessity for comply- 
ing absolutely with specifications in Govern 
ment work. About 288 piles must be driven 
to support the foundations for the dome and 
the contractor was told that each one of them 
hereafter must be officially approved by M. 


E. >. 

Mr. Edbrooke found twenty men at work 
driving piles and laying foundations. He at 
once informed the contractor that his force 
was not half large enough and that he would 
have to increase it. This the contractor 
agreed todo, and he was reminded at the 
same time that his work must be completed 
by the middle of July next, 

Mr. kdbrooke also decided that the grade of 
the building should be raised one foot to coin- 
cide with the established grade of the re- 
maining World’s Fair dings, and the 
work will be done at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment.

gate the Belle of Ottawa from Peorta to tlie 
mouth of the Llilinois River. Among those 
who indorse her application is John Harper, 
one of the best pilots that ever presided over 
the destinies ofa load of passengers or frejelit. 
When Mrs. Hulett presented herself at tiie 
office of the Inpectors here inspector Archie 
Gordon took her in hand and put her through 
a close cross- questioning on the ‘‘Pilot Rules 
for Western Rivers,’’ as fixed by various 
acts of Congress. The main rules are tenin 
number and cover the entire fleld of signals, 
right-of-way emergencies and, in 
fact, all the laws governing the 
acts of pllots when in charge 
of vessels. She answered promptly and 
without the slightest hesitation.

> FATALLY BURNED. 


Explosion at the Handle Factory on 
- Main and Victor Streets. 


THE ENGINEER AND FIREMAN ENOCKED 
SENSELESS IN THE DUST ROOM. 


Rescued by the Members of the Fire De- 
partment Who Were Themselves Badly 
Burned—Fire at Mahler’s Academy—A 
Horse Eilled and His Driver Injured— 
Drove Into a Big Ditch— Other 
Accidents. 


An explosion occurred at the Chester & Kel- 
Jer Manufacturing Co.’s Works, on the south- 
east corner of Main and Victor streets, short- 
ly before noon to-day, which 
will probably result in the death 
of two men. The concern is 8&8 
handle manufactory and employes a large 
number of men. About 11:45 Edward Wellen, 
the engineer, and Henry Rosher, the fireman 
of the works, entered the dust room witha 
lighted torch, and directiy after- 
wards the dust ignited ana instantly 
there was a terrific explosion, which 
was heard and felt throughout the works, 
and for some distance away. The employes 
ran out of the building, not knowing at first 
what had happened. Flames shot out from 
the dust room, and then the cry went up 
that somebody was burning up inthere. A 
fire alarm had already been turned on. Fire- 
men from several companies.were soon on 
the grounds, Threeofthe members of Hook 
ang Ladder Co., No. 1, volunteered to 
go into the burning room and rescue 
the bodies of the two men, as 
it had now been pretty definitely 
ascertained that the engineer and fireman 
had both entered the room and had not come 
out again. 

THE RESCUE. 

The three firemen, J. W. Adams, Henry 
Batzg and Cornelius Sellers, faced the fames 
and smoke and in a minute or two— 
which seemed like half an hour to 
the crowd collected out side—they reappeared 
with the missing engineer and fireman, both 
of them badly burned and unconscious. It 
was @ great wonder that they were alive at 
all, as their clothing was nearly 
burned off in places. The firemen were 
also badly burned about the head, bands and 
hips. They will be laid up fof some time 
with their injuries. Wellen, or Weiland, as 
his name was spelled by oneof his friends, 
and Rosher were both taken home inanam- 
bulance; the former to 2835 South Thirteenth 
street and the latter to 2407South Seventh 
street. Both have since returned to con- 
sciousness, but it is very doubtful if elther 
recovers, although a telephone message was 
received from the works at 2 o’clock this af- 
ternoon that neither of the men was as 
seriously burned as was at first supposed and 
that it was then believed that bofh would 
pullthrough. The fire was extinguished in 

a few minutes and before much damage had 
been done.

DUE TIME.

I visited Great 
Britain, Ireland, Belgium, Holland, Ger- 
many, France, Italy and Switzerland. Icon- 
fess that my main object was to obtain sta- 
tistics relative tothe drinking babit in those 
countries. I found that on the Continent 
people ofall classes were addicted to drink- 
ing light wines and beer, and drunkenness, 
as we understand it, is practical:y unknown. 
Ispent several weeks on the Continent and 
inthat time saw only two drunken persons, 
while in England and Scotiand! could not 
turn around without seeing some person 
under the influence of liquor. I have made 
arrangements tohave anumberof Enylish 
physicians visitme at Dwight, lll., and if 
they findthe state of affairs to beasit has 
been represented tothbem, a similar institu- 
tion will ve started In London. 

‘*‘Dr. Hammond and others have taken my 
cure totask. They have said: ‘Why does he 
not give this cure to humanity if it is so won- 
derful?’ I would say this: When I first 
started to cure drunkards they all seemed to 
think that my system was wrong. I want to 
prove to the world that it is right; then I 
will give itto humanity. One man asked me 
In Scotland if the cure would die with me. I 
replied that my formula was in the hands of 
three trusted men, and if I were to expire 
the cure could go on just the same. 

‘*To give this formula to the profession at 
large would not be keeping faith with those 
who in the infancy of the discovery con- 
tracted with the Keel@éy.company and paid 
their money for the right to use the remedy 
in several States. It would not be right or 
just from a commercial standpoint to cancel 
such contracts without reimbursing them for 


the mioney invested in this speculation. 


THE DRINK HABIT] 


Again, the question arises as to 
Whether it would not be inexpedient 
to put the secret of the formula in the hands 
of charlatans, inexperienced doctors and ig- 
norant drugclerks. Isit not possible that 
these persons, instead of following the 
formula, would addto it, take from it, and 
substitute ingredients whichin their opin- 
ion would do quite as well? It is fair to sup- 
pose that this bi-chloride of gold would be 
sold not by regular physicians, but by so- 
called druggists and proprietors of medi- 
cines. Such being the case, what assurance 
would the reputable physician or patient 
have that the preparation sold was my med- 
icine pure and simple.

TREATMENT OF HYDROPHOBIA. 


DE. PAUL GIBIER DECLARES THE PASTEUR 8Ys8- 
TEM OF CURE A GREAT SUCCESS. 

NEw YORK, Oct. 29.—Dr. Paul Gibier, di- 
rector of the New York Pasteur Institute, 
reports for the first six months of the second 
year of the institute that 415 persons having 
been bitted by dogs, cats and other animals 
applied fortreatment. In the cases of #45 of 
these persons it was demonstrated that the 
animals attacking them were not mad. In 
seventy cases the anti-hydrophobic treat- 


ment was applied, the hydrophobia of the 
animals inflicting bites having been 
evidenced clinically or by inoculation 
at the laboratory, and in many 
cases by the death of some other persons or 
animals bitten by the same dogs. Indigents 
were treated free of charge. There were 
treated 17 from New York, 16 from New Jer 
sey, 1 from Massacbusetts, 5 from South 
Carolina, 5 from Texas, 3 from Connecticut, 2 
from Maryland, 2 from Missouri, 1 from Vhio, 
ifrom North Carolina, 1 from Michigan, 1 
from Pennsylvania, 1from Rhode Isiand, 1 
from Arkansas, 1 from Virginia, 1 from Mext- 
co, 1 from the West Indies. 

Hiram Adams, 5 years old, of South Fram- 
ingham, Mass., who was daly bitten on 
July 14, in several places by a dog said to be 
mad, was treated from July 15 to Aug. 1. 
Symptoms of hydrophobia appeared six days 
later. Hedied on Aug. 9. hree other per- 
sons—two of them gisters of the patient—bit 
ten by the same dog, who received the same 
course of treatment, are now entoying good 
health. This so faristhe only death by hy- 
drophobia out of the 255 cases treated at this 
institute to date.

PROPOSITION CONCERNING THE MER- 
CHANTS’ EXCHANGE RESERVE FUND. 


An Important Vote to Be Taken on Fr i- 
day Next-—Proposed Removal of the 
Three-Fourths Rule in Regard to the 
Reserve Fund. 


To-morrow the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange will vote upon a prop- 
osition, altering the rules in regard to the dis 
posal of the reserve fund. Under the present 
rules no disposition of thig fund, which 1s in- 
vested in United Mates bonds can be made 
save by vote of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers. The object of the proposed alteration 


ofthe rules is to do away with the three- 


fourths requirement, as regards real estate 
purchases, such purchases to be made for 
the purpose of securing a permanent home 
for the Exchange, and substitute therefor a 
simple majority. 

THE PKOPUSED AMENDMENT. 

The amended rule is as follows: 

For the purpose of providing a permanent home 
for the Merchants’ Exchange the Board of Directors 
is authorized and empowered to negotiate for such 
real property, improved or unimproved, as shall in 
the judgmeut of three-fourths of seid board be suit- 
abie for the use of the Merchants’. Exchange, and to 
submit s proposition for the purchase of such prop- 
erty toa vote of members of the @xchange. In the 
event that such proposition has the approvalof a 
majority of the members of the exchange voting 
thereon at an election duly held upon tep days’ no- 
tice, then by said vote the Board of Wirectors shail 
be aut orized and instructedto complete the pur- 
chase of such property. and to appropriate and use 
the reserve fund in paying for the same. 

In support of his propositfon it is urged 
that Bo tavorable option can be obtained on 
any plece of property the acceptance of 
which depends upon a three-fourths vote of 
the members of the Exchange. It is further 
agreed thatthe reserve fund, owing tothe 
steady depreciation of United States bonds,is 
yieiding no income. To ipvestit ina perma- 
nenthome for the Exchange would be of 
great benefit to all concerned, and would re- 
eve the Exchange from the rent paid for the

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UNPAID FORFEITS. 


The $70,000 Futurity Stakes Dwindles 
Down to $35,000. 


AN EVIL OF THE TURF WHICH SHOULD 


BE REMEDIED. ‘s 


Record of the Billiard Contests Between 
Schaefer and Slosson—The New York 
League Club’s Players Deserting — 
Racing on Various Tracks-—The Ring 
and Sporting News of All Kinds. 


Speaking of the wonderful advancement of 
racing in Americathe New York Sun says: 
The turf, however, is far from perfection. 
There is room for very many reforms, the 
chief of which is the abolition of the forfeit 
Mist. Racing associations make too much 
money, and in many instances they drive the 
poorer class of turfmen to wrongdoing. The 
forfeit list is responsible for this. When large 
stakes are opened, say at $100 for subscrip- 
tions, the poor man with a fair ‘orse is 
compelled totakearisk. His candidate may 
train on and win the event, but the horse is 
likely to go wrong in training, or sicken and 
die. Forfeits mount up very rapidly, and 
the poor owner, who may have other animals 
in his stable able to wina purse or selling 
event, is prevented from starting them until 
he pays the forfeits due on the stake candl- 
date. He has no money and the inevitable 
result follows—the owner transfers his horse 
to somebody else, or goes South or West and 
races where the forfeit list cannot touch him. 
There should be a merely nominal fee for 
even our biggest events, and surely turfmen 
would be better satisfied with smaller stakes 
ifthe cash was forthcoming when the race 
was won than they would be to have one-half 
the amount paid a month or so after the race 
was won and wait years for the balance, 
with a chance of never receiving anything 
like the amount for which the horses are 
penalized. Take the case of Dave Gideon as 
an instance. Mr. Gideon’s colt, His High- 
ness, won the great Futurity Stakes at Coney 
Island last September, the advertised value 
of which was $70.000. Asa matter of fact Mr. 
Gideon and his partners received a check for 
$25,000. The other $35,000 1s to come, and as
